SAYS MOTORIST 
IS BEST WALKER 


Driv ing Has Tau ght Them 
Lessons of Safe Pedestri- 
anism, Say s Smith. 


Whoev er may be Impressed with the 
Idea that au tomoblllng Is mak ing peo­ 
ple forget how to walk will do well to 
rev ise that Impression. 
This Is the conclu sion reached by 
Ernest N. Smith, general manager of 
the American Au tomobile association, 
after gathering some statistics on the 
su bject and mak ing some personal ob­ 
serv ations. 
Few Driv ers Cau ght. 
According to Mr. Smith, compara­ 
tiv ely few au tomobile driv ers are 
cau ght off their gu ard when walk ing, 
a majority of pedestrian accidents in­ 
v olv ing persons who hav e had no ex ­ 
perience In handling cars. 
“Au tomoblllng Is teaching people 
how to wu lk safely ,” he ex plains. “An 
activ e motorist Is also an activ e walk ­ 
er, for In u sing the car he has addi­ 
tional need for walk ing In congested 
districts. 
He k nows which way to 
look when he steps across a one way 
street, and when crossing at crossings 
he Is aware of the ev er-present hazard 
of the car that Is mu k lng a right-hand 
tu rn. 
“When the au tomobile driv er walk s 
he does It in a competent manner, and 
when he crosses streets at policed In­ 
tersections he mak es allowances for 
the Inability of the officer to look ou t 
for ev ery one. Au tomoblllng shows 
the motorist a perfect pictu re of the 
danger he faces as a pedestrian, and 
so when he walk s he condu cts himself 
accordingly . 
No Ju dge of Distance. 
“Persons who do not driv e motor 
cars hav e no conception of speed or 
stopping distance. They see traffic 
from a narrow angle, being u nable to 
see hazards in their proper propor­ 
tions. The real dangers often escape 
their attention while they are bu sy 
worry ing ov er things that wou ld not 
be lik ely to harm them. 
“Au tomoblllng Is not mak ing people 
forget how to walk . On the contrary , 
It Is mak ing them learn to walk in a 
way that betlts the modern age." 


Reck less Driv ing Cau se 
of Many Au to Accidents 
The nu mber Inju red and k illed In 
au to and motor-cy cle accidents Is ap­ 
palling. 
Most of these accidents can 
be accou nted for by reck less driv ing. 
The worst of It Is that the Innocent 
su ffer with the gu ilty , whether riding 
with the reck less driv er or in the 
other car. 
It Is a great temptation when 
o ut 
on a fine cou ntry road to “let ’er 
ou t.’’ 
The width of the road, the 
cu rv es, the traffic, hav e ev ery thing to 
do with safety when going in a swift 
mov ing ear. A safe speed In one place 
may be a v ery dangerou s speed In an­ 
other place not far distant. National 
prohibition will redu ce accidents con­ 
siderably . 
Ev ery driv er ou ght to feel some re­ 
sponsibility for the safety of those 
riding with him and others u sing the 
highway s. The day of regret Is bou nd 
to come to ev ery reck less driv er. The 
Intent to k ill may not be there, and 
no Ju ry can bring in a v erdict of mu r- 
der. y et the resu lts are the same. 
Speeding ceases to be a Jok e when 
It ends In a permanent Inju ry or a 
death. The gu ilty one can nev er get 
away from the remorse of that mo­ 
ment of careless driv ing.—Su ccessfu l 
Farming.

Replacing Brak e Lining 
Is Not Difficu lt Task 
To replace a brak e lining, the bands 
or shoes are tak en off, the ax le Is 
placed in a v ise, while the riv ets ar*» 
k nock ed off with a cold chisel or ham­ 
mer. 
New strips of the lining fahrle 
are cu t to size. Beginning then at one 
end of the strip, two or three riv et 
holes are located with a blu e penell 
and cu t with a pu nch, after which the 
fabric Is pu t In position on the shoe. 
Mediu m hard riv ets, to prev ent scor­ 
ing of the dru ms, are passed throu gh 
the holes and are then headed down 
secu rely at the back of the band 
They mu st be su nk well into the fabric 
lining, so that no projections are left. 
With the strip held tightly to prev ent 
wrink ling, and with the band at Its 
original cu rv atu re, the nex t hole Is 
mark ed, pu nched and riv eted In the 
same way . 
The 
operator 
simply 
k eeps 
on 
arou nd u ntil the entire strip of lining 
Is riv eted down Into place on the shoe. 
The brak ing sy stems of ou r modern 
cars are efficient enou gh u nder ordl 
nary circu mstances, bu t they are not 
powerfu l enou gh to allow a margin 
for slack maintenance. They mu st be 
k ept right u p to the mark , and ay s 
tematlc Inspections and repairs when 
needed are dictated by common sense. 


Lost Compression Qu ite 
Disagreeable to Driv er 
Do not allow y ou r engine to !<<se 
compression. It Is disagreeable to the 
good driv er and creates a larger ru n­ 
ning ex pense, cau sing loss of fu el and 
power. 
The carefu l motorists will 
check u p on 
compression 
In each 
cy linder at regu lar interv als, opening 
all priming cu ps or remov ing all spark 
plu gs, one at a time, and rev olv ing 
crank . If the cy linder which has Its 
priming cu p closed or plu g Inserted 
resists to a good ex tent his efforts to 
rev olv e the engine, that cy linder has 
good compression. 
AH cy linders can 
be tested in the same manner, closing 
priming cu ps and replacing spark 
plu gs in each cy linder when the test 
Is 
completed. 
There 
are 
other 
methods for testing, su ch as listening 
for hissing noises on compression 
strok es of pistons, allowing the car to 
go down hill with Ignition tu rned off 
and with transmission In low or sec­ 
ond speeds to note the resistance of 
the mov ement of the car which each 
cy linder offers, 
or a 
compression 
gau ge may be u sed. 


G etting O u t of Sand 
When a car is driv en Into a sandy 
spot In the road and the rear wheels 
spin there Is no nse In k eeping on 
spinning them. The more the wheels 
spin the deeper the car sink s In the 
sand and the more difficu lt It will be 
to get It ou t. If no rope or bu rlap is 
av ailable, deflate the tires and with 
the gears In first engage the clu tch 
slowly . If this doesn’t help, get two 
wooden plank s and place them behind 
the rear wheels. 


Means Pep in the Engine 
Did y ou ev er wonder why the en­ 
gine does not show the accu stomed 
pep or why the lights bu rn dimly or 
the Ignition seems poor? Unfasten the 
wires and bars at the battery ter 
mlnals and notice if they are clean.

Paper-Wool Twine 
for Tying Fleeces 


Saving of 2 Cents Pound 
Made by Farmer on Wool 
Properly Prepared. 


(Prtp&rtd bjr the United States Department 
of Asrloultttre.) 
Although the wool trade has long 
complained bitterly against the use of 
binding twine In tying fleeces on the 
farm, the practice still continues to a 
large extent In many states, says the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The use of such twine Is objec­ 
tionable because small shreds ding to 
the wool and appear In the finished 
cloth, from which they can be removed 
only by expensive hand labor. The use 
of paper-wool twine manufactured es­ 
pecially for tying fleeces is advocated 
Instead of sisal (binder twine), hemp, i 
Jute, or twine of similar fibers. One 
large wool producer reports a more 
Yeady sale and a saving of two cents 
a pound on wool properly prepared for 
market. 
Chaff and Straw Hurt 
Chaff and straw, allowed to get Into 
the fleeces through carelessness 
feeding, from unswept floors at shear­ 
ing time, or during storage, also make 
fleeces less valuable and unattractive 
to the buyer, and sometimes results 
In a loss to the grower—an avoidable 
loss—of as much as ten cents 
pound. 
The appearance of a fleece 
Is also improved If rolled up and tied 
with the flesh side out. Twine of mod 
erate size Is beet for tying, and not 
more than two strands each way 
advisable. 
To withstand the strains 
of handling and shipping use bags In 
good condition. 
The practice of branding with lead 
paint or tar Is a great detriment be­ 
cause these materials will not scour 
out In the manufacturing 
process 
Where branding or marking ts neces 
sary, as small a brand as possible 
should be put on and care taken not 
to slap It on carelessly. 
If the unde 
slrable paint or tar brands have been 
used they should be clipped from the 
wool at shearing time and packed sep­ 
arately or thrown away. 
Desirable Marking Fluid. 
A soluble marking fluid manufac­ 
tured especially for branding purposes 
Is most desirable and should be used 
In preference to common paint or tar. 
More attention to the details of 
shearing, handling, storage, and prepa­ 
ration of the fleeces for market would 
mean a general Improvement In the 
wool of this country, and make it com­ 
pare more favorably with roost of the 
foreign wools imported for manufac­ 
turing purposes.

The survey Indi­ 
cated that a surprisingly large num­ 
ber of Infants are artiflcally fed, 
which condition, doctors agree, had a 
m arked bearing on their undernour­ 
ished conditions.

food may prove satisfactory In every 
case, although the survey showed that

Addition of orange or tomato Juice, 
barley w ater or lime w ater Is Impor­ 
tant In providing adequate diet for 
the Infant. 
For babies, milk of de|>endable pur­ 
ity Is essential. 
M arket milk will not 
keep for any length of time and la also 
liable to contamination, especially In 
hot weather, while evwporated milk, 
hermetically sealed In sterilized con­ 
tainers, rem ains as fresh and pure as 
on the day it was canned. 
Sterility In evaporated milk, author­ 
ities agree. Is one of the most impor­ 
tant points In Its favor. 
In process­ 
ing, evaporated milk is subjected to 
240 degrees heat for a 
half hour, 
thereby removing all 
possibility 
of 
bacterial life being prescut In the 
milk. 
Heat Is the only preservative 
for this type of milk and the heat has 
the further beneficial effect of mak 
Ing the curds of tullk more flocculent 
ami easier to digest.

SAYS MOTORIST 
IS BEST WALKER 


Driving Has Taught Them 
Lessons of Safe Pedestri- 
anism, Says Smith. 


Whoever may he Impresse«! with the 
Idea that nutomobiling la making peo­ 
ple forgot how to walk will do well to 
revise that Impression. 
This Is the conclusion reached by 
Ernest N. Smith, general manager of 
the American Automobile association, 
after gathering some statistics on the 
subject and making some personal ob­ 
servations. 
Few Drivers Caught. 
According to Mr. Smith, compara­ 
tively 
few 
automobile drivers 
are 
caught off their guard when walking, 
a majority of pedestrian accidents In­ 
volving pers«>na who have had no ex­ 
perience In handling cars. 
“Automobiiing 
Is teaching people 
how* to walk safely,’’ he explains. 
“An 
active motorist Is also an active walk­ 
er, for In using the car he has addi­ 
tional need for walking In congested 
districts. 
He knows which way to 
look when he st«»ps across a one way 
street, and when crossing at crossings 
he Is aware of the ever-present hazard 
of the car that Is making a right-hand 
turn. 
“When the automobile driver walks 
he d«>es It In a competent manner, and 
when he crosses streets at p«>liced In­ 
tersections he makes allowances for 
the inability of the officer to look out 
for every one. 
Automobiiing shows 
the motorist a perfect picture of the 
danger he faces as a pedestrian, and 
so wht'n he walks he conducts himself 
accordingly. 
No Judge of Distance. 
“P«‘rsons who do not drive motor 
cars have no conception of speed or 
stopping distance. 
They 
see traffic 
from a narrtm* angle, being unable to 
see hazards In their proper propor­ 
tions. 
The real dangers often es«*ape 
their attention while they are busy 
worrying over things that would not 
bo likely to harm them. 
“Automobiiing Is not making people 
forget how to walk. 
On the contrary. 
It is making them learn to wulk In a 
way that befits the modern age." 


Replacing Brake Lining 
It Not Difficult Task 
To replace a brake lining, the hands 
or shoes are taken off, the axle Is 
placed In a vise, while the rivets are 
knocked off with a cold chisel or ham­ 
mer. 
New strips of the lining fabric 
are cut to size. Beginning then at one 
end of the strip, two or three rivet 
holes are locates] with a blue pencil 
and cut with a punch, after which the 
fabric Is put In position on the shoe 
Medium hard rivets, to prevent sc«»r- 
ing of the drums, are passed through 
the holes and are then headed down 
securely at the back of the hand 
They muat be sunk well Into the fabric 
lining, so that no projections are left. 
With the strip held tightly to prevent 
wrinkling, and with the band at Its 
original curvature, the next hole Is 
marked, punched and riveted In the 
same way.

The braking systems of our modern 
cars are efficient enough under ordl 
nary circumstances, but they are not 
powerful enough to allow a margin 
for slack maintenance. They muat he 
kept right up to the mark, and ays 
tem atlc Inspections and repairs when 
needed are dictated by common sense

The number Injured and killed In 
auto and motor-cycle a«vldents Is sp 
palling. 
Most of th«*se accidents can 
be ac«*ounted for by reckless driving 
The worst of it Is that the Innocent 
suffer with the guilty, whether riding 
with the reckless driver or In the 
other car. 
It Is a great tem ptation when out 
on a fine country road to “let *er 
tmt.” 
The width of the road, the 
curves, the traffic, have everything to 
do with safety when going In a swift 
nmvlng car. A safe speed In «>ne place 
may be a very dangerous speed In an­ 
other pla«*e not far distant. 
National 
prohibition will reduce accidents con­ 
siderably. 
Every driver ought to feel some re- 
gp«)nsihillty ft>r the safety of those 
riding with him and others using the 
highways. The day of regret Is bound 
to eotne to every reckless driver. The 
Intent to kill may n«»t be there, and 
no Jury can bring In a verdict of m ur­ 
der. yet the results are the same. 
Speeding «'eases to be a Joke when 
It ends in a permanent injury or a 
death. 
The guilty one can never get 
away from tin* remorse of that mo­ 
ment of careless driving.—Successful 
Farming. 


Lott Compression Quite 
Disagreeable to Driver 
Do n«H allow your engine to lose 
compression. 
It 1b disagreeable to the 
good driver and creates a larger run­ 
ning expense, causing loss of fuel and 
power. 
The ««ireful motorists will 
check up «>n 
compression 
In each 
cylinder at regular Intervals, opening 
all primlug cups or removing all spark 
plugs, one at a time, and revolving 
crank. 
If the cylinder which has its 
priming cup cl«»«ed or plug Inserted 
reslats to a good extent his efforts to 
revolve the engine, that cylinder has 
good compression. 
All cylinders can 
be tested In the same manner, closing 
priming 
cups 
and 
replacing 
spark 
plugs In each cylinder when the test 
Is 
completed. 
There 
are 
other 
meth«»ds for testing, such as listening 
for 
hissing 
noises 
on compression 
strokes of pistons, allowing the car to 
go down hill with Ignition turned off 
and with transm ission in low or sec 
ond spee«ls to note the resistance of 
the movement of the car which each 
cylinder 
offers, 
or 
a 
compression 
gauge may be used. 


G etting O ut of Sand 
When a car is driven into a sandy 
spot In the road and the rear wheels 
spin there Is no nse In keeping on 
spinning them. The more the wheels 
spin the deei»er the «'nr sinks in the 
sand and the more difficult It w*lll be 
to get It out.

Their votes, along 
with the votes of other Americans, 
were asked to endorse the proposal 
of American co-operation with Eu­ 
rope in meeting the problem of world 
reconstruction made necessary by the 
terrible dam ages and losses of

World War. 
They were im portuned 
to support a league for pence 
that 
would minimize the possibilities of 
war along with bringing 
co-opera- 
ton of the great powers to th»» task 
of putting the world back again on a 
peace time 
basis 
with* the 
least 
waste of time and energy. 
It was not represented 
to 
them 
th at this league would make war ab­ 
solutely impossible. 
N either w-as it 
said th at the organization would be 
a universal solvent for all possible 
life of hum anity. 
T hat it has beer 
able to settle eight 
or ten interna 
tionnl disagreem ents th at threatened 
w ar without the aid of 
the 
nation 
most powerful in resources and fin­ 
ances of any in the world is the proof 
of its efficacy and efficiency. 
But the 
farm ers of the grain growing s* it ,»s 
assisted by the m anufacturers of ih< 
east repudiated this plnn. 
Despite 
the fact thnt their prosperity depend­ 
ed upon world trade they rejected 
a 
plan for world co-operation and en­ 
dorsed the impossible proposal of na­ 
tional isolation for the United S ta t­ 
es. 
Two years later they extended th*» 
idea of political isolation to trade 
isolation when they endorsee! the po­ 
litical organization whose tariff pol­ 
icy puts a prohibitive ban upon world 
trade. 
And now they are suffering 
because they cannot dispose of their 
surplus products 
of agriculture 
in 
the m arkets of the world to any a d ­ 
vantage. 
They are asking Congress 
to impose an added burden upon 
the 
American people bo remedy the 
two 
m istakes they have made. 
But no equalization fee upon grains 
or cotton can restore the European 
m arkets to the status they enjoyed 
before the war and th at the grain 
growers refused any assisance 
to ­ 
wards restoring when they had the 
opportunity to do so. 
N either can a 
governmental loan nor the handling 
of agricultural surplusages by 
the 
government make European nations 
buy of us when we refuse to buy of 
them through prohibitive tariff. 
The tru th of the m atter is that the 
fanners themselves are to blame for 
the condition in which they find them ­ 
selves. 
W hether or not it is too late 
for them to correct the m istakes they 
have made we cannot tell. 
But, 
as- 
surely, it is the 
height of folly for 
them to continue blindly 
and 
per­ 
sistently in their error -C om m ercial 
Appeal.

Cool idg* for approval, as

important disabled measure 
passed 
by Congress in two years was today 
by John Thomas Taylor, vice chair 
man of the national legislative com 
mittee of the legion. 
This is known 
as the Johnson bill, and will relieve 
the condition of 35,000 disabled men 
and women. 
Its cost to the govern 
| ment is estimated at $15,000,000 
th* 
first year, $12.000,000 the second yeai 
I and $10,000,000 annually for succeed 
j ing years, with corresponding hen«* 
fits for those it is designed 
to 
aid. 
The president is expected to sign the 
bill. 
The major provisions of the bill, n 
i number of which 
were 
included a; 
amendments from 
the 
floor 
of th« 
Senate, are as follows: 
Makes a flat payment 
of 
$50 
a 
month for veterans 
whose 
service 
contracted tuberculosis has reached a 
condition of arrest. 
Allows veterans with war disabili­ 
ties to reinstate their war insurnnct 
through charging th«* 
unpaid 
hack 
premiumst the face value of reinstat­ 
ed policy, where such veterans are fi­ 
nancially unable to pay back prem­ 
iums in cash. 
Extends to July, 1927, the time for 
filing claims for war disahili&ies and 
for the submission of proof that the 
disability is of service origin. 
Permits the c«»mpletion of vocation­ 
al rehabilitation courses by extending 
placement training for disabled 
to 
January 1, 
1927, 
and 
educational 
training in schools and colleges 
for 
two years for persons now in train­ 
ing. 
Allows the discharge bonus of $60 
to revive the nisurance of men 
who 
di«Hl after discharge and did not re­ 
ceive this bonus. 
Makes eligible 
for 
compensation 
American women who were disabled 
thruogh serving in 
base 
hospitals 
overseas, and grants free hospitaliza­ 
tion to the veterans of all wars 
and 
expeditions without reference to 
the 
service connection 
of the disability, 
including nurses ' of 
the 
Spanish- 
American War. 
This w’as formerly 
restrict«»d to the wars since 1897. 
In addition to the foregoing, Direc­ 
tor Hines of the Veterans’ Bureau to­ 
day expressed the opinion that 
bu­ 
reau regulations could be 
extended 
under the new bill to grant service 
connection for chronic 
constiutional 
diseases not now historically connect­ 
ed with th<* service, such as disorders 
of the heart, kidneys ami digestive 
system.

WHEN BOYS BEGAN BOBBING 


Many 
of 
the 
much-tnlked-nhout 
vices of 1926 might nppear much less 
vicious if we could recall a little more 
accurately the youth problem of the 
past. 
About the year 1700 there liv«*d in 
Boston, 
Mass., a minister, Samuel 
S«'Wrall. 
Samuel Sewall rightly gon- 
ccrneil about 
the welfare 
of 
the 
young people of his parish, records in 
his diary An incident that reflects the 
humiliation with which the elders of 
his day viewed the insubordination of 
the younger generation. 
In this in­ 
stance the wrongdoing was revenle«! 
in a tendency among the young men 
to cut off th«*ir hair and disport them ­ 
selves in wigs. 
On June 10, 1701, the 
Reverend Mr. Sewall wTit«*s: 
“ Having heard last night that Jos- 
iah Willard had cut off his hair and 
put «m a wig, I went to 
his 
housw* 
this morning. 
Told his mother whnt 
I had come about and calk'd Josihn. I 
inquired of him what extremity had 
forced him to put off his own hair 
and put on a wig. He answered: None 
at all. Then said his own hair 
was 
straight and parted behind. 
Argu«*d 
that men might as well shave 
their 
hair off their heads as off their faces. 
I told Josiah wigs had been condem­ 
ned by a meeting of ministers in 
Northampton and prayed him to read 
the Tenth Chapter of the Third Book 
of 
Calvin’s 
Institutions. 
Josiah’s 
father told me that if he had know 
about it, he would have 
forbidden 
Josiah to cut off his 
hair. 
Josiah’s 
mother said she had hoard him talk 
of it, but was afraid positively to for­ 
bid him, lest he should cut his hair 
and so be more faulty. God seems to 
have ordained our hair as a kind of 
test to see whether we will be con­ 
tent at His finding, or whether 
we 
will be our own carvers, and come no 
more at Him’’.

Paper-Wool Twine 
for Tying Fleeces 


Saving of 2 Cents Pound 
Made by Farmer on Wool 
Properly Prepared. 


(Prsimnki Nr ft»« Untt*4 «»U» DasafttMB* 
of Acrlauitur*.) 
Although the wool trade haa long 
complained bitterly against the use of 
binding twine In tying fleeces on the 
farm, the practice still continues to a 
large extent In many states, says the 
United States I>epartment of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The uae of such twine Is objec­ 
tionable because small shreds cling to 
the wool and appear In the finished 
cloth, from which they can be removed 
only by expensive hand labor. The use 
of paper-wool twine manufactured es­ 
pecially for tying fleeces la advocated 
Instead of sisal (binder twine), hemp, 
Jute, or twine of similar fibers. 
One 
large wool producer reports a more 
teady sale and a saving of two cents 
a pound on wool properly prepared for 
market. 
Chaff and Straw Hurl 
Chaff and straw, allowed to get Into 
the fleeces through carelessness In 
feeding, from unswept floors at shear­ 
ing time, or during storage, alao make 
fleeces less valuable and unattractive 
to the buyer, and sometimes results 
in a loss to the grower—an avoidable 
loss—of as much as ten cents a 
pound. 
The appearance of a fleece 
Is alao Improved If rolled up and tied 
with the flesh side out. Twine of mod­ 
erate size Is b«nit for tying, and not 
more than two strands each way is 
advisable. 
To withstand the strains 
of handling and shipping use bnga In 
good condition. 
The practice of branding with lead 
paint or tar Is a great detriment be­ 
cause these materials will not scour 
out 
In 
the manufacturing process. 
Where branding or marking Is n«Hrea- 
sary, as small a brand as possible 
should be put on and care taken not 
to slap It on carelessly. 
If the unde­ 
sirable paint or tar brands have b«H>n 
used they should be clipped from the 
wool at shearing time and packed sep­ 
arately or thrown away. 
Desirable Marking Fluid. 
A soluble marking fluid manufac­ 
tured especially for branding purposes 
Is most desirable and should be used 
In preference to common paint or tar. 
More attention to the details of 
shearing, handling, storage, and prepa­ 
ration of the fleeces for market would 
mean a general Improvement in the 
wool of this country, and make It com­ 
pare more favorably with most of the 
foreign wools Imported for manufac­ 
turing purposes. 


Profitable Practice in 
Sweet Clover Culture 
A profitable practice In sweet clover 
culture Is that in which the clover is 
sown with the oats in the spring. As 
soon as the oats crop he« been har­ 
vested, the clover takes on a rapid 
growth and soon furnlshw a valuable 
hay crop. Soon after the hay haa been 
made, the crop furnishes fall pasture 
and can be turned under early the 
next spring In time for e> corn crop. 
A rotation such 
as 
this 
furnishes 
three crops—oats, sweet clover hay 
and corn—as well as fall pasture. In 
two years. In addition the system fur­ 
nishes a legume every other year for 
•oil Improvement. The oats must be 
cut high enough so as not to Injure the 
on-coming clover. 


To Prevent Sheep Worms 
It Is most Important to keep sheep 
and lambs as froe from storosch, and 
other worms, aa poaaible. To accom­ 
plish that the ewes should be treated 
for expulsion of worms during sum­ 
mer and again before being bred, and 
when the lambs come, the ewes and 
their young should go to new seeding 
and should have a “fresh bite" of grass 
st short Intervals during the entire 
period of grazing. Especially try to 
keep ewes and lambs off low, wet per 
manent pasture.
